By  the  Utah  Statehood  Act  of  July  16, 1894,  the  U.S.  Congress  provided  that  Utah  would 
receive  sections  2,  16,  32,  and  36  of  each  township  in  the  State  to  support  the  public 
schools.  This  totaled  5,844,196  acres.  However,  the  land  had  to  be  surveyed  before  title 
could  be  passed.  In  some  cases,  withdrawals  were  made  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
defense  or  other  purposes  before  the  lands  were  surveyed.  In  those  cases,  the  State  was 
allowed  the  right  to  select  other  lands  "in  lieu"  of  those  lands  for  which  title  was  not 
vested.  Later,  in  1958,  Utah  Senator  Arthur  V.  Watkins  was  instrumental  in  getting  a  bill 
through  Congress  that  allowed  the  State  to  select  in  lieu  mineral  lands  if  the  lands  lost 
were  mineral  in  character.

In  addition,  approximately  22,600  acres  administered  by  the  BLM  in  Utah  were  designated  wilderness  as  part  of 
the  1 984  Wilderness  Act  for  Arizona.  This  Act  included  approximately  20,000  acres  in  Paria  Canyon  in  Utah  and 
approximately  2,600  acres  in  the  Beaver  Dam  Mountains  in  Utah.  Also,  BLM  in  1993  identified  a  new  WSA, 
Scotts  Basin,  at  6,990  acres. 

Remaining  Steps: 

Congress  has  received  BLM's  wilderness  recommendation  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  President.  In 
the  legislative  phase  of  the  wilderness  review,  there  is  no  deadline  or  timetable  for  Congress  to  act;  only  Congress 
can  designate  areas  as  part  of  the  National  Wilderness  Preservation  System.

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FIRE  REHABILITATION 


Lightning  caused  wildfire  is  a  natural  part  of  the  ecosystems  in  the  West,  and  a  dominant  force  in  the  development 
of  our  plant  communities.  Before  settlement  by  Europeans  in  North  America,  the  aboriginal  peoples  used  fire  to 
manipulate  plant  communities  to  create  a  better  environment  for  themselves.  When  Europeans  came  to  North 
America,  they  did  not  understand  these  interactions  and  suppressed  fire,  as  represented  by  the  Smokey  Bear 
character.  In  recent  years,  the  scientific  community  has  come  to  realize  that  fire  is  important  in  sustaining  many  of 
the  native  plant  communities. 


Most  of  our  rangelands  have  distinct  succes- 
sional  patterns  that  have  developed  because  of, 
specific  fire-return  intervals.  By  suppressing 
fire,  we  did  not  eliminate  it,  but  we  have 
changed  the  size  and  impact  of  fire  on  the  range- 
land  ecosystem.  Wildfires  have  increased  in  size 
and  intensity,  as  the  number  of  fires  was  reduced 
by  suppression.  These  larger,  more  intense  burn- 
ing fires  can  cause:  degradation  of  watersheds 
and  associated  water  quality;  alter  plant  com- 
munities over  extensive  areas;  allow  a  place  for 
introduced  invading  weeds  to  establish;  increase 
loss  of  topsoil  through  erosion;  cause  loss  of 
air  quality  due  to  smoke  impacts;  loss  of  for- 
age for  wildlife  and  livestock;  and  degradation 
of  archaeological  sites. 

Rehabilitation  Techniques 

Reestablishing  a  vegetative  cover  on  burned 
sites  is  an  overriding  concern  because  of  ob- 
served wind  and  water  erosion.  Such  erosion 
has  short-term  impacts  on  water  quality  and  ri- 
parian systems  but  long-term  impacts  on  pos- 
sible plant  communities  due  to  soil  loss  and  spe- 
cies changes,  such  as  invasion  of  cheatgrass  and 
other  weedy  species.  Reseeding  is  used  to  sta- 
bilize the  site.  The  most  important  aspect  is  to 
get  the  seed  covered.  Drilling  the  seed  is  the 
most  effective  method,  but  requires  level  sur- 
faces free  from  obstacles  and  debris,  such  as 
burned  tree  stumps.  Broadcast  seeding,  fol- 
lowed by  chaining  to  cover  the  seed,  ranks  sec- 
ond The  least  effective  method  is  to  simply 
broadcast  the  seed,  but  this  method  may  be  re- 
quired in  steep,  rocky,  inaccessible  areas.
